Will Address 
Med Banquet 

Varied Program 
Arranged for 
Rest of Evening 

Dr. C. N. H. Long will be the 
guest speaker at the annual Medi- 
cal Banquet, which mill be held at 
the Mount Royal Hotel on Satur- 
day, November 7, at 7.30 p.m. 

Dr. Long was born in England, 
an^ was educated at Wigan School 
there. After graduating froiii uni- 
versity he spent several years in 
physiological research at the Uni- 
versity of London and other lead- 
ing English universities. 

In 1025 Dr. Long came to Can- 
ada, and went to McGill where he 
continued his research work, and at 
the same time followed the medical 
curriculum. He obtained his M.D. 
CM. in 1B2S. and until 1932 was the 
head ot the McGill University Clin' 
ie. That year he left for the Unl< 
verslty of Pennsylvania, where 
through the Cox Memorial Founda- 
tion he did research work in dia- 
betes. Shortly after that he was 
called to the chair of the depart- 
ment of Biochemistry of the Yale 
University Medical School, a posi- 
tion which he now holds. 

A member of the Medical Banquet 
committee stated that Dr. Long Is 
well known in Montreal medical 
circles, and is also a popular speak- 
er.

It was announced at McGill re- 
cently that in regard to the new 
regulations concerning militaiy 
training for university students, rb 
disciplinary action has yet had io 
be taken. These regulations are 
found in Article 17 ot Canada's 
new man-power act 

Dalhousie University, at Halifax, 
has struck off strength three mem- 
ben ot ito C.O.T.C. for failing to 
attend the number of parades re- 
quired ot them. Therefore, when 
they receive thehr call-up from the 
military authorities, they can no 
longàr dabn exemption. 

As ttjwaa.atated by the authori- 
ties liere recently, if a student 
should fall to attend his military 
parades, or it he should fail in his 
regular term of sessional examina- 
tions, he is subject to military call 

There has been a movement 
among some students of other uni- 
versities to secure exemption from 
military parades by claiming that 
they are preparing for war work 
through the courses they are fol- 
lowing. University Authorities, how- 
ever, have pointed out that the re- 
gulations are clear that the only 
students exempt are those hi the 
clinical years of medicine and cer- 
tabi others in graduate studies 
whose research is regarded as cssen 
tial to the war effort

Trueman Resigns Post 
ÂS Mt. Allison President 



Reasons Are Given 
To Be Understood 
ÂS Purely Personal 

Dr. George J. Trueman announced 
that he would resign from the 
presidency of Mt Allison Univer- 
sity, In May of next year. He made 
this announcement at the Fall Meet- 
ing of the Board ot Regents on Frl- 
ay. 

He said in explanation ot this 
step that he was resigning from 
purely personal motives, and that 
the University had had nothing to 
do with this decision. He said that 
the only .reason was that he had 
been^:te>chlnK»|or£iifty^years, and 
he felt that be'eould make a greater 
contribution to the war effort in a 
less strenuous position. Dr. True- 
man added that it was time that 
considerable revisions should be 
made'in the government ot the Uni- 
versity, that he was looking for- 
ward to having a far sighted young 
man take his place, and that it 
would have been against all his 
principles to stay on, when he would 
have l>een removed after the war 
anyway. . 

When he was asked it he would 
nominate a successor, he replied 
that he was not leaving the regents 
In a difficult position, as although 
he was leaving that, responsibility 
up to them, the man they chose 
would have to give a year's notice. 

Dr. Trueman had intimated that 
he was going to resign last sprmg, 
but the Board had felt the time to 
be Inopportune, and had succeeded 
in influencing him to postpone his 
resignation until. now. . 

Dr. Avard, Chairman ot the Board 
of Regents, praised Dr. Trueman for 
taking such a step. He said that it 
was harder for a man to resign 
while his services were still valu- 
able than when his active career 
was over. . ■

Meeting in Moyse Hall 
To Be Addressed by 
Colonel C. Hutnik 



The student body of McGill will 
Join the free universities of the 
world to observe November 17, as 
a symbol of those who have been 
suppressed by the Axis. A meeting, 
sponsored by the Students' Execu- 
tive Council, will be held In Moyse 
,HalI at S p.m. Tuesday, November 
17. The speaker will be Col. C 
Hutnik, Officer Commanding Cze- 
choslovak Forces in Canada. 

Col.. Hutnik was In Czechoslova- 
kia during the> German occupation 
and escaped after the outbreak of 
the war. Since then he has been in 
France and Great Britain. He cams 
to Canada in the summer of 1841, 
as head of the Czechoslovak Mili< 
lary Mission. 

This year is the third anniversary 
of the student massacre , in ^.th» 
Czechoslovak Universities. Novem- 
ber 17, 1B3B the universities were 
declared closed by the Nazis and 
the students and professors were 
arrested. Many students were kill- 
ed while resisting that day and 
«btee then most ot those sent to tho 
German concentration camps have 
perished. 

This was only the first of a series 
of persecutions directed against tho 
centres of culture throughout the 
occupied countries. The universities 
end students of all >ilie;,conquered 
nations have suffered^a sitnllar fate 
since then. The universities of 
Poland, Yugoslavia and the Nether- 
lands were intentionally destroyed 
by the German Army. 

November 17 has been proclaimed 
an International: Student' . Day^to'^ 
commemorate murders of Ûîe 
Praha students and to set before 
the eyes of those who are free the 
example ot those who went down 
fighting against the forces ot op- 
pression. 

Throughout the Allied countries 
the day will be observed by meet- 
ings at the universities. Demonstra- 
tions held at the great British uni- 
versities wiU be addressed by mem- 
bers ot the government^ In the 
United States broadcasts will take 
place under the direction of Elmer 
Davis, head ot the Office of War 
Information and commemorativo 
meetings will take place through- 
out the country.

First the general opinion seems to be 
that in many cases the wheat crop of many 
a farmer was actually saved through the 
help of the additional workers who were 
brought from the east.

are not as great idealists as to exclude this 
—the great adventure the project offered. 

Moreover it was a great opportunity to 
, show people that no task was too menial or 
difficult for university students to under- 
take; to show that while they were enjoy- 
Jng the necessary luxurj' of a college educa- 
rabn they were' willing to help to an even 
" greater extent, the national war effort at 
the expense of their studies. 

In point of fact, all information seems 
to indicate that all was'gaincd and very 
little lost by the venture.

"Woman of the Year;" but no such handicap is 
evident in his latest masterpiece, "The Talk of 
the Town.'* The screenplay of Irwin Shaw and 
Sidney Buchman, built on an unusual story by 
Sidney Harmon, treats the ear to dialogua 
which has appealing [ realism and a pointed 
Shavian sparkle. Against the background of as 
fino a musical score as ever rode a sound-track, 
W. Stevens presents Jean Arthur, Cary Grant 
Ronald Colman, and a aupportliig cast of un' 
common excellence. 

Mr. Grant, in' a role reminiscent of his 
achleveAicnt in "Only Angels Have Wings." 
proves again his ability to portray with con 
summate deftness a vivid, unpolished character, 
Miss Arthur is sincere and refreshing in the 
skilfully underplayed love-themc. Mr. Colman 
leads the story to an active solution of its phil 
mophlcal problem with the same adroitness he 
displayed in "Lost Horizon." Strangely Impres» 
sive in his beard, he nevertheless sacrifices that 
fortress to bring the action to a warm and 
charming conclusion. 

Acting honours, however, go to none of these 
three.

Glenda Farrell scores as a passionate m'anlcur- 
Ist: and Edgar Buchanan makes an unusual 
feature of the role of a homespun country law' 
yer. 

Too much praise can hardly be accorded 
Frederick Hollander for his distinguished musi- 
cal score. Unobtrusive and extremely effective^ 
it bhids words and action in a skein of smooth 
melodies Interwoven with light satiric humour. 
Music in capable Viands Is unequalled as a créa 
tor of moods, as a director of tempo, and espe- 
cially as a good-natured satirist or warm en- 
thusiast; whence a special plaudit to Mr. Hol- 
lander for a notable achievement 

The coordination of all these factors Into an 
outstanding motion picture reflects on Mr. 
Stevens the spotlight of popular acclaim. His 
touch is the mark of distinction which evew 
sequence bears; his is the accomplishment ot 
creation which weighs so much in the final es' 
timatlon of a man. The art ot entertainment 
wilt not suffer at his hands.

But top credits undoubtedly belong to Wil- 
liam Bendix as Jeff,°the pathological bodyguard 
of Madvlg's poUUeal rival.

nignly. yet horribly; when Bendix knocks Ladd 
into, unconsc^ousnw and- brings him to, so that 
be can begin all over again you almost feel as 
if It were you whom he is pounding.

The modem melodrama, especially the 
American version thereof, is a blood-and-thun- 
der play combining the epic with the farcical 
"Desperate Journey" is a high-class modern 
melodrama, thoroughly enjoyable even in its 
frequent lapses. 

The stor/ tells of the adventures of a cos 
mopolltan crew attached to the ItCAI*. They 
are. assigned to a special mission, the blowing 
up of. a concentration of German munitions at 
a railway junction neaf the Polish border. They 
are to appear over the target in their Flying 
Fortress and drop bombs<from the extreme al- 
titude at which âie plane flics. "Soup" inter 
feres with their plan, however, and they are 
forced to come in at low level. Anti-aircraft fire 
brings them down in a crash landing and the 
five surviving members of the crew escape to 
the woods. 

Here begins the series of wholly incredible 
but wholly exciting adventures which is to 
take them, in Goering's private train, Into Ber- 
lin and out again; to a vital chemical plant 
which they succeed in blowing up; into Holland 
In a hahr-raising automobile ridé that outdoes 
anything Tom Mbc ever performed. In Holland 
the redoubtable Mo-^t«Tj^mt escapades have 
not been without thelr casualUcs— manages to 
commandeer a Hudson bomber the Germans 
have captured and in It return safely to Eng 
land. They bring back, of course, vitally im- 
portant plans of underground Messerschmidt 
works and rejiorts of the death and destruction 
they left in their woke. 

As Is usual in pictures of this sort the act- 
ing is almost uniformly mediocre. Raymond 
Massey turns in the only good performance and 
even he has his off moments. The rest notably 
Ronald Reagan, Errol Flynn, and Alan Hale, 
are passable but will win no Oscars. 

American movies have a blissful way of neg- 
lecting accuracy of detail They should realise 
by now that German privates don't salute in 
; ust the same way as soldiers in Allied armies; 
also, they goose-step when they march. True, a 
very praiseworthy attempt at realism is intro- 
duced in having all the Germans speak Ger- 
man. Raymond Massey, as the villain of the 
piece, speaks nice German to his underlings, 
and a guttural English to the five indomitables. 
There is the lady of the piece, as well, a good 
German v^o aids and abets the heroes In their 
desperate Journey, who also speaks a guttural 
and obviously foreign English. Regrettably, 
they both lapse, toward the end of the picture, 
into an English free from all trace of foreign 
accent 

But these little flaws, inconsistencies of plof 
.and incredible situations won't bother any but 
the most meticulous. It Is an enjoyable picture, 
but if you go, be sure to anrlvis Just as the main 
picture begins, and leave when H tinlabes; the

Fonr McMaster Boys' -Experience 
In the West 
Sir,— Replying to an article writ- 
ten by "four boys of a Montreal 
College" published in The Montreal 
Daily Star several days ago, we 
hasten to correct what we J>elleve 
to be a rather ill-formed impression 
of the West 

We are four boys of McMaster 
University, Hamilton, Ontario, who 
also responded to the call of our 
Government for harvest labor. Be- 
fore leaving, our Chancellor stated 
clearly that our .miuion was pri- 
marily the relief ot the harvest 
situation in the West; that we 
would do well to break even finan- 
cially and that we would not be 
able to return before October Slst 
unless we did so at our ,own ex- 
pense. In other words we too ex- 
pected three weeks' work. 

Since our arrival we have been 
able to assist the farmers material- 
ly, have earned sufficient money to 
pay our return passage, and since 
our services are no longer requfared 
owing to weather conditions, have 
been routed home before October 
31st

sloncd and dissatisfied with the 
working conditions and would also 
create a problem for the farmer. 

We found working conditions rig- 
orous but by no means unbearable. 
Work was very hard, the hours 
were long, the sleeping quarters 
sometimes crowded, but the food 
was excellent Our pay was good, 
better than we expected ^but there 
was no doubt In our minds that we 
earned It We have checked with 
other men In our group and discov- 
ered that when one Job was finish- 
ed their railway fare was paid by 
the Saskatchewan Government back 
to Regbu, that they were boarded 
at a hotel and given meals at a 
nearby restaurant and their fare 
paid to a new place of labor. 

In all, we were well treated and 
are satisfied that in spile of adverse 
weather conditions'and' some hard- 
ships we have been able to contri- 
bute a little towards salvaging a 
bumper harvest We regret the 
hasty judgment ot our Montreal 
friends, and while recognizing that 
It has some factuol basis wejbelleve 
that It does gross inJustIcie^to*'0ie 
whole enterprise, the Saskatchewan 
Government and the fine spirit of 
the people of the West

Johnny Dixon and 
Johnny Poulson then moved the 
ball to the Army 24 from where 
Futtcrer swept for nine yards more. 
A line buck by Brian Little moved 
the sticks and the ball to tho six 
yard line from where Ted Futtcrer 
carried it over on the next play. 
The attempt at convert failed when 
the place kick by Little bounced off 
the cross-bar. 

The McGill Blueboys continued 
to be masters of tho situation but 
were unable to push the Army 
close enough to their goal line to 
score, but a soldier fumble on the 
Training Centre's IS paved the way 
for the collegians second major 
score of the game when Fraser 
Farlinger picked up the ball and 
scampered over the goal line. Again 
the Redmen failed to .secure the 
extra point 

Again McGill went on the march 
toward the Army goal-line with 
Cullcn, Hall, Fraser Farlinger, and 
Smith carrying the ball, but the 
half ended with McGill in posses- 
sion on the enemy eight The half 
time score was 10 to 0 In favor of 
the Redmen. 

REDMEN COUNT AGAIN 

The second half of the game start* 
ed with McGill putting on the pres. 
sure. Ruddy, Army half failed to 
get away his kick on a third down 
and the Blueboys gained possession 
of the ball on the Army 20. Futtcrer 
carried the ball for eight yards 
around the end. Hall smashed 
through centre lor tlx more,' and 
then Brian Little charged through 
the right side for the third major 
score of the game. The attempt at 
convert failed again. 

But the McGill attack did not fal- 
ter arid Futtcrer, Hall and Lloyd 
■Williams carried Ihs ball within 
striking distance ol the Army goal- 
line from where Ted Futtcrer 
scored a rouge when Pierce Casey, 
Army backfielder, was caught be- 
hind his own line by a wave of 
tacklers.
